Test time: Learning the hard ways 


hey live few yards away from the 
edge Franklin Park, which 
very pretty and potentially dan- 
gerous, and few blocks from the 
Orange Line Elevated, which very con- 
venient and also dangerous, you hap- 
pen meet crowd adolescent com- 
muters who good mood. 

Their taxes are high, and they are not 
strangers crime, nor are their neigh- 
bors. They love Boston, the city, and 
Jamaica Plain, the neighborhood, and 
their home, three-story, single-family 
house Peter Parley Road, where 
lived since 1975. 

Neither they nor their two young kids 
see themselves they 
don’t have anything with any 
that malarkey. They are simply family 


trying make it, like lot other fami- 


lies, and doing neighborhood 
where the arrival white, black, 
brown person one’s porch doesn’t 
immediately set off alarm system 
propel anyone the nearest phone dial 
911. 

But now Rita Gonzales and her hus- 
band, Mark Levine, and their kids, 
Rachel, 12, and Joshua, 10, are confront- 
ing problem that’s got them stymied. 
While they swear drive them out 
the city, they very frankly don’t know 
what about it. And because this, 
they represent dilemma that Boston and 
lot other old communities have failed 
solve even address for long 
anyone can remember. 

The issue education, specifically its 
quality defined parents who regard 
schools the number-one priority. 
There are every city and town lot 
parents who not have the time, inter- 
est, confidence demand much 
their schools. Those who make such 
demands often find themselves 
minority defined not race, class, 
national origin, even money, but 
nagging concern over whether their kids 
anyone else’s kids are getting their just 
reward from the local public schools. 

Rita Gonzales was recalling the other 
night how burglars had broken into their 
home and how her husband had been 
jumped once the street when Mark 
interrupted say what they both feel. 
not enough problem make 
say going move. But when 
someone messes with your kids, with 
their education, different. 

The messing around, their view, 
ranges from school system more con- 
cerned with politics than with education 
the devastation promised Proposi- 
tion the lack good high schools. 

The malady takes two forms. One 


the constant struggle all hard-pressed 
school systems help the disabled and 
slow learners, the educationally 
gifted, and teach otherwise force- 
feed those thousands kids the 
middle who think television fount 
wisdom. Prop only 
struggle more difficult. The other form is, 
not peculiar Boston, least tradi- 
tionally virulent the Hub. 

Historically, public enthusiasm for 
public education Boston 
sporadic, and public support has been 
spotty. 1974, even before busing, some 
percent white families sent 
their kids parochial schools. 

1960 study Boston Harvard 
faculty said, Boston school system 
suffers from neglect. More than half the 
Catholic children parochial schools, 
and many the few middle-class Pro- 
testants and Jews who live Boston send 
their children private schools. Since 
neither the Catholic nor the non-Catho- 
lic elite vitally concerned about them, 
the schools are left the hands the 
teachers’ lobby and the very minor poli- 

white majority didn’t wish 
recognize this reality, sizable black mi- 
nority did. why black parents 
created METCO the 1960s, and why 
they fight today keep funded the 
state. METCO the busing black kids 
suburban schools. It’s pain the 
neck for the families involved, but they 
because they see their only 
ticket good education. It’s the black 
version parochial schools. 

Since then, course, Boston has 
undergone court-ordered integration, 
which has been both blessing and dis- 
aster. The appearance the yellow 
school buses exposed the evil nether- 
world racism and violence the part 
both whites and blacks, yet those same 
buses crashed through the stale good-old- 
boy network and created educa- 
tional opportunities for those willing 
press for them. 

The existence parents’ councils and 
magnet schools and such, all backed 
the nagging presence federal judge, 
gave Bostonians rare opportunity 
sweep the dustballs out the school 
corridors. lot parents took advan- 
tage this opportunity. Others tried and 
failed overcome the residual bureau- 
cracy. But thousands never bothered for 
the same reason apathy whatever 
their contemporaries other communi- 
ties never bother. For Boston, the 
predominantly non-white school sys- 
tem funded predominantly white tax- 
payers whose kids don’t attend the public 
schools. 


Almost decade ago, Robert Schwartz, 
then Mayor Kevin White’s adviser 
education, said, you ask about the 
health and vitality city, there’s 
strategy for holding and attracting the 
middle-class families without good 
schools. There are lot people like me, 
bored with the suburbs, living the city 
and wanting stay. But these people 
dread the arrival school age for their 

Rita and Mark did not dread the arri- 
val school age for their kids. They did 
their homework and learned that the 
Hennigan magnet school, Roxbury, 
offered good education.

That may 
bad rap other high schools, but 
that’s the way is. 


This not snobbery. what Rita 
Gonzales calls right and duty 
get the best available education for his 
her kids. Neither Rita nor her husband 
snob. She grew up, first, the barrios 
Los Angeles, and then the sameness 
working-class tract Covina, just 
outside LA. grew Chelsea, where 
his family’s first home was taken for the 
Tobin Bridge. 

They met UCLA, married Peru, 
where served the Peace Corps, and 
after stints Honduras, the Dominican 
Republic, Puerto Rico, and Washington, 
they settled Jamaica Plain. the 
former executive director Jamaica

mittee and now works consultant; 
she has been social worker and offi- 
cial the community health center 
Uphams Corner, Dorchester. 


She Mexican-American, Jew- 
ish. They live neighborhood with 
Irish families, couple Hispanic fami- 
lies, black family, and increasing 
number young white “gentry,” some

Peck and beyond” (February 24), with 
particular interest. commend her effort 
present balanced account com- 
plicated and tense conflict. would like 
emphasize the following points, which 
underscore the civil-liberties issues raised 
this case. 

First, while this case began one 
vs. now most defi- 
nitely one Clark University vs. Peck. 
From the time which Bunster first 
spoke dean about the situation, 
December 1978 (not 1979, the 
article states) until the present i.e., 
period over two years the adminis- 
tration Clark has not made single 
effort settle this conflict through 
mediation and discussion. July 
1980, the administration moved immedi- 
ately the level procedures leading 
not censure reprimand, but dis- 
missal. time during the months 
between Bunster’s original complaint and 
the initiation formal procedures 
against Peck was notified the ad- 
ministration that anything was amiss. 

Second, the article quotes from the 
report the Clark faculty Committee 
Personnel (COP) the effect that ‘‘sub- 
stantial evidence’’ had been presented 
concerning sexual harassment. This 
result proceeding which rules 
evidence were not followed and which 
witnesses were not cross-examined. can 


compared grand-jury proceeding. 
unfortunate that the members this 
committee chose refer non-cross- 
examined testimony evi- 
and even more unfortunate that 
this confidential report has found its way 
into the press. this were become 
common practice, anyone man 
woman accused sexual harassment 
would face public airing such allega- 
tions presented evi- 
dence.” Given the current climate, one 
which there are readers who know 
nothing the particulars the case but 
are inclined believe accusa- 
tions harassment, the quotation the 
COP report has the effect trying Peck 
the press. Given concern for 
the development procedures 
handling sexual-harassment complaints, 
think more critical commentary the 
procedures that have already taken place 
this case was order. 

Third, Diamant refers the 1976 Red- 
book survey according which per- 
cent those responding reported that 
they had experienced sexual harassment 
work. The Redbook survey defined 
sexual harassment anything from 
(and/or) ... relations with the implica- 
tion that refusing may count 
you.” With range actions broad 
this, the kind interaction that may 
labeled and might 
lead being fired from job 
dangerously broad and vague. Good 
journalists like Diamant, well social 
scientists, are always grappling with what 
people mean when they respond ques- 
tions. When the stakes are high, par- 
ticularly important that carefully 
examine what the percent the 
respondents meant when they said they 
were harassed. This issue definition 
crucial the Clark case well. Some 
feminists have proposed definitions 
sexual harassment that are sweeping 
that sexual-harassment accusations could 
become ideological tools for the settling 
personal grievances bureaucratic in- 
fighting. 

Finally, unfortunately true that 
there are women who believe the accusa- 
tions against Sidney Peck because they 
come from woman, and less un- 
fortunate that there are other people who 
are convinced his innocence because 
leftist. Both positions display the lack 


concern for presumption inno- 


cence, due process, and rational pro- 
cedures for handling conflicts this 
kind, without which the university and 
any institution which men and women 
are working together would degener- 
ate into Hobbesian war all against all. 
There necessary conflict between 
feminist goals and civil liberties, although 
some feminists when writing about por- 
nography and sexual harassment seem 
have little understanding for the latter. 
growing number faculty mem- 
bers and students Clark who are con- 
cerned that fair procedures estab- 
lished for the handling sexual-harass- 
ment cases also hope that the case the 
university against Professor Sidney Peck 
not mediated, then the worst yet 
come, the form formal hearings. 
can see way which the continua- 
tion formal procedures for dismissal 
Peck will advance the cause ending

theoretical wisdom, happiness, and 
leisure. Something may have happened 
dull the appeal the first these, but 
the last two are still going strong. 

Large blocks leisure time are nothing 


new either. During the Middle Ages, the 
usual number holidays for one year 
was about 115. Still, leisure has always 
been associated with wealth, and the rise 
leisure activities over the last years 
has been based the premise that the 
middle class now able act sort 
part-time idle rich. And these days it’s 
leisure class that’s 
approaching its spare time with 
vengeance. least according Ray 
Totaro, sales manager Boston Organ 
and Piano, who during the Leisure Time 
sold $599 portable keyboard 
with violin, piano and string modes;

Furthermore, many sports activities 
swimming, bicycling, fishing, camping, 
the non-competitive level. Hobbies, too, 
are dominated B-type activities, such 
gardening, photography, and stamp 
and coin collecting. 

Etzioni thinks this Type dominance 
important safety valve for work-re- 
lated stress and frustration,” writes. 
than striving vainly make all 
work enjoyable and self-actualizing, 
should accept the existence irre- 
ducible level alienation work and en- 
courage people make their leisure re- 
laxing and 

There is, the other hand, the danger 
that people who unwind too much after 
work may have trouble rewinding the 
next morning. Those whose main satis- 
faction comes from after-hours activities 
are likely the same ones who arrive 
late for work, take long lunches and leave 
early. 

fact, this increasing importance 
attached leisure activity reflected 
recent study conducted Fred Best, re- 
search sociologist with the National Com- 
mission Manpower Policy Cali- 
fornia. Best asked cross-section 750 
municipal employees make choice 
between two-percent pay raise sev- 
eral plans that would reduce worktime 
the same two percent: either minutes 
less work each day, minutes less each 
week (all once), five more days off 
per year. About percent those ques- 
tioned said they would choose the reduc- 
tion worktime; half chose the five extra 
days vacation. 

When increased the hypothetical 
pay raise percent versus 10-percent 
less worktime, more employees chose the 
money, but percent still chose the re- 
duced time. The lesson, according Best, 
that, increasingly, pay raises must 
substantial before people will value them 
more than their leisure time. 

Despite the mounting number de- 
pressing economic indicators, the future 
the leisure industry looks fairly secure. 
fact, Jim Murphy believes that 
recent years the effect the economy 
America’s leisure habits has declined. 
“You could say now that leisure and the 
leisure industry almost recession- 
says, that the economic 
variable longer the prime determi- 
nant.

Sales automatic poppers more than tripled the 
last years, jumping from fewer than two million units 
1970 6.7 million 1979 and about the same 
1980. 

Dollar volume for this star small appliances rose 
from about $20 million 1978 estimated $90 
million 1979, and remained that level 1980. 

Popcorn processors, who marketed 353 million 
pounds unpopped corn 1970, sold 560 million 
pounds 1980. This increase, according William 
Smith, director the Chicago-based Popcorn Institute, 
association popcorn processors, unprecedented 
the history the 

All this activity translates into one simple fact: 
Americans are now eating about nine billion quarts, 
popped corn year. average quarts for 
every man, woman, and child (up six quarts from year 
earlier) though, naturally, some people eat more than 
their share. For instance, residents the Min- 
neapolis/St. Paul area manage gobble twice the 
national average. And you might suspect, consump- 
tion generally highest close the Corn Belt. 

Interestingly, it’s lowest New York City. Explains 
Smith, ever sell much popcorn areas 
where there large foreign-born population. For- 
eigners don’t grow thinking popcorn food.” 
Even that may change, however, the American craze 
for puffs corn spreads through the world. (The lead- 
ing importer popcorn Sweden, followed closely 
Venezuela.) 


American apple pie? 

much American tradition now, popcorn 
was not always our country’s principal folk food. does, 
however, have strong historical roots the Americas. 
Archaeologists have turned ears popcorn 5600 
years old New Bat Cave; the Aztecs strung 
popcorn for decorations long before the first American 
put Christmas tree, and there evidence that Peru- 
vians used ceramic popcorn poppers before the time the 


Incas. Indians, who often brought deerskin bags 
popped corn peace negotiations with English colonists, 
offered popcorn the Pilgrims their first Thanks- 
giving dinner, and apparently was big hit. Colonial 
settlers often ate for breakfast with cream and sugar. 

course, people had grow their own until the end 
the 19th century, when stores began sell cobs from 
the barrel. Although back 1897 Sears, Roebuck sold its 
mail-order customers 25-pound bags for $1, popcorn 
emerge from the crackerbarrel era until 1914. That 
was the year Cloid Smith Sioux City, lowa, formed the 
American Pop Corn Company and began selling 
aged” corn. After shelling, cleaning, and sorting the 
kernels with eye quality, Smith sold his Jolly Time 
popcorn gaily decorated one-pound boxes. (Not until 
later did packagers devise airtight containers keep pop- 
corn from drying out. Along the way Smith toyed with 
design that later evolved into the beer can today.) And 
Jolly Time still going strong. 

Companies like American Pop Corn developed better 
hybrids popcorn, but was the movies that turned the 
puffy white kernels into big business. Popping for 
crowds had become lot easier with the invention the 
steam-powered popper, 1885. the Gay ‘90s, pop- 
corn was sold from colorful gas-fired wagons street 
corners and such popular outdoor events the day 
circuses, carnivals, fairs, and band concerts. Lovers 
strolling along the boardwalk feasted popcorn balls 
bound with molasses. Owners moving-picture 
theaters resisted popcorn first because they con- 


' 


sidered too messy and noisy. But popcorn wagons sta- 
tioned outside the theaters and confectionery shops 
located next door did booming business with the 
nation’s early film buffs. And when the Depression 
came, theater owners finally broke down and bought 
poppers for their lobbies. 

Today, with sales upward $250 million America’s 
movie each year, popcorn crucial théater prof- 
its. Popcorn and soft drinks account for more than 
percent the profits made the exhibition industry 
America. (Ticket sales just barely and not always 
pay the rent the movie house.) The National Associa- 
tion Concessionaires estimates that popcorn repre- 
sents about percent all concession-stand sales but 
about percent profits that’s because the product 
cost for popcorn only about percent the price 
charged for it. Even theaters that peddle pre-popped corn 
(and that’s most them) generate enough business 
justify the nuisance sweeping after the show. 
Moviegoers have simply grown the aroma 
popcorn with the glitter greatest. (Inci- 
dentally, popcorn sales are highest showings adven- 
ture, mystery, and comedy lowest sex and art 
films.) 


Enter the boob tube 

television hit the American living room the 
late 1940s, popcorn sales declined for while. But 
didn’t take the popcorn industry long figure out that 
popcorn habit acquired once-a-week outings the 
movies was infinitely expandable was simply 
matter shifting consumption the home. The Pop- 
corn Institute rallied with little fast-footed work. 
“To says William Smith, popcorn was 
one Coca-Cola’s first food tie-ins. got other food 
companies popcorn tie-ins, too. Most people 
remember the ads Morton salt ran the sixties: ‘Pop- 
corn worth its salt worth Morton’s.’ Eventually, sales 
recovered. 

Movies helped make popcorn star, but the end the 
great little kernel settled down and made its home 
front the tube. one point, percent all popcorn 
was eaten the darkness theater lobbies; today 
percent eaten the home. (Sales peak the fall, 
remain high throughout the winter, and taper off when 
warm weather arrives.) 

popcorn industry that had converted stay-at-homes 
popcorn would achieve even greater profits using the 
boob tube advertise the new popcorn sensations the 
1970s: gourmet popcorn and electric popcorn poppers 
worthy being called automatic. For years, appliance 
manufacturers, attempt keep costs down, had 
been reducing the wattage automatic poppers the 
point that they often didn’t produce enough heat pop 
the kernels fully. group processors persuaded the 
Popcorn Institute develop Popcorn Institute Seal 
Approval, let consumers know which poppers passed 
muster. Poppers got better and better. 

1971, Hamilton Beach persuaded football star Joe 
Namath ask television viewers across the country 
buy its new plastic-domed popcorn popper. 
Next thing you knew, other manufacturers were turning 
out Lexan-domed poppers. And luckily for them, 
Namath’s promotion poppers coincided with the 
rebirth health food fad food. America’s born-again 
interest nutrition led new appreciation for pop- 
corn. longer regarding simply junk food, medi- 
cal groups began recommending low-calorie snack 
food full complex carbohydrates and fiber with 
much protein per cup slice whole wheat toast, and 
amount roughage. The American Dental 
Association touted being good for the gums, and 
sugarless boot. Dieters welcomed alternative 
carrot sticks. Popcorn offered the best both worlds: 
had the aura junk food without the taint empty 
calories. 

this atmosphere, Namath’s commercials gave the 
market for automatic poppers firm upward nudge. 
West Bend’s Stir Crazy, introduced 1977, gave the 
market another jolt. And year later Sunbeam provided 
still another boost business introducing the Great 
American Popcorn Machine, counter-sized replica 
the old carnival-style popcorn wagon. Between 1971 and 
1978, annual popper sales climbed from million 3.1 
million.

Indeed, diet doctor Nathan Priti- 
kin wholeheartedly recommends the puffy stuffy for 
munching, and the Diabetes Associa- 
tion, the American Dietetic Association, and the Fein- 
gold Diet for hyperactive children. 

full cup popcorn contains only calories. 
Okay, with little oil the calorie count jumps 
lightly buttered popcorn will cost you about 
calories. But according the USDA, popcorn pro- 
vides both complex carbohydrates and fiber; 
starchy but not sweet refined. Popcorn percent 


carbohydrate, 10.5 percent protein, three percent fat 
and two percent minerals, plus water and roughage. 
other words, it’s basically good for you. 
it’s about comparable bowl bran flakes break- 
fast cereal and it’s lot cheaper than most the 
cereals you can buy these days. 

course, loses much its value for dieters 
buttered, and it’s one the worst no-nos for choles- 
terol counters cooked coconut oil, the saturated oil 
that gives movie popcorn such good taste.

Three ways celebrate 
the end the seafood freeze

Ithough most the fish that 
off our coast thrive very 

cold water, the freezes January 
and February made catching them diffi- 
cult and sent prices high that buying 
certain kinds became luxury. Things 
have settled down since, and can now 
enjoy familiar fish pre-freeze prices. 
Here are few first-course seafood soups 
celebrate their affordability. 


Cream mussel soup 
Serves four 

The broth this quickly made soup 
vegetables. With shelled mussels float- 
ing creamy mixture, the finished dish 
alive with flavor. Serve with Melba 
rounds that you have sliced from loaf 
French bread and toasted. 

pounds fresh mussels; 

bottle dry white wine; 

onions, finely chopped; 

carrots, finely chopped; 

stalk celery, finely chopped; 

peppercorns; 

cup heavy cream; 

Freshly ground black pepper, taste; 

tablespoons unsalted butter, room 
temperature; 

tablespoons all-purpose flour; 

Handful fresh parsley sprigs, finely 
chopped. 

Scrub the mussels under very cold 
water and remove from each the tiny 
beard that sits near the hinge. Pile the 
mussels into large saucepan and pour 
the bottle white wine. 

Set the pan over high heat, cover 
with lid, and bring the liquid boil, 
shaking the pan once twice (hold onto

the top and handle) give the mussels 
room open. Cook the mussels over the 
high heat for minute after the liquid 
boils, then uncover the pan make sure 
all the mollusks have opened. 

Use slotted spoon transfer the 
mussels large bowl, leaving the liquid 
the pan. 

Add the onion, carrots, celery, and 
peppercorns the wine and let the 
mixture boil for about minutes, 
until the liquid reduced one-third. 
(Judge with your eye.) 

Strain the liquid (use clean kitchen 
towel set over colander) into clean 
saucepan and return boil. Add the 
heavy cream, with pepper taste (the 
mussels should have given the broth 
enough saltiness), and set the pan aside, 
off the heat. 

Remove all the mussels 
shells and pile them into bowl. 

Mash the soft butter plate with the 
flour until this mixture very smooth. 

Return the soup boil and whisk 
the butter-flour mixture little time, 


letting the soup boil all the while. Stir in_ 


the mussels and the chopped parsley and 
serve the soup once with the Melba 
rounds.

Bring this mixture boil, cover the 
pan, and simmer the liquid gently for 
minutes. 

blender food processor, puree 
one ladleful the shells and liquid until 
smooth. Add ladlefuls one time, 
grinding each ladleful completely before 
adding another. (Leave the blender 
processor while the machine 
operating and instead remove the insert 
cap; that way you can feed the machine 
without stopping it.) 

When the machine full, pour the 
pureed contents into bowl and grind the 
remaining shells and liquid. Set the mix- 
ture aside.

Jacques Ellul’s 
new counterattack 


Langdon Winner 


hen writer returns topic covered exten- 
sively earlier period, especially when the 

topic one that made him notorious, there 
risk that the new treatment will seem less insightful, less 
interesting than the first. Disregarding that peril, French 
sociologist Jacques Ellul has effect rewritten his polemic 
modern technology. The Technological System (Con- 
tinuum Publishing) takes back themes Ellul explored 
The Technological Society, work published almost 
three decades ago and translated into English the mid- 
‘60s. Far more influential the United States than 
France, the earlier book sparked intense debate North 


America about the role technology modern life, 


debate that along bitterly partisan lines this 
day. Those charmed The Technological Society, well 
the many outraged it, will find the new essay less 
pungent style, severe judgment, infuriating logic; 
and distressing its conclusions. Jacques Ellul has lost 
his starch. 

Very little the fundamental thesis has changed. For 
Ellul, the modern world exists thoroughly techno- 
logical creation. Our lives now depend upon mass ar- 
tificial devices, substances, systems, and processes 
which there are longer any genuine alternatives. All 
work within highly technicized organizations that es- 
tablish patterns for all social activity. Our thinking, indeed 
our very. capacity for experience, captured increas- 
ingly rigid, instrumental forms consciousness. Faced 
with the unprecedented power technical advance, other 
traditions, values, and institutions the West and 
elsewhere have simply disintegrated and given way. 
Modern technology stands before vast, universal, 
univocal, and autonomous phenomenon. This the basic 
fact, argues, with which must contend. 

What Ellul claims able add his previous for- 
mulation this idea the assertion that technology has 
now become system: fully integrated, all-encompas- 
sing whole. Developments sub-systems mass produc- 


_tion, communications, transportation, and the like have 


continued point which the successful functioning 
any one component requires the effective operation 
many others. The final integration separate parts into 
complex whole is, according Ellul, made possible 
computerized data processing: sole function the 
data-processing ensemble allow junction, flexible, 
informal, purely technological, immediate, and universal 
junction the technological Having reached 
this stage, the system whole takes independent 
reality yes, even life its own that transcends the 
designs and intentions its human makers. must 


realize, Ellul maintains, that strictly nonhuman ensem- 


ble establishing 

this vision things, the details modern history 
not matter. there are social, economic, religious, 
aesthetic other influences upon technical development, 
there most certainly are fact, Ellul convinced that 
they mean nothing the larger picture. Neither will- 
ing let evidence from specific counter-examples distract 
him: absolutely useless regard one technology 
one effect separately; makes sense all. Anybody 
doing that simply has understanding what 
technology all about, and will find lots cheap con- 

The book declares war upon “cheap consolations.” 
hammers away dozens European and American 
writers who have addressed questions technology and 
society during the past twenty years.

“So long fail study the tech- 
nological phenomenon 
economic implications and the problems 
the economic system and class 
struggle, are doomed ignorance 
contemporary society (and hence, im- 
potence for any revolutionary action).” 

Genuine hopes for human liberation 
once invested socialist revolution are, 
Ellul’s view, now thoroughly dis- 
credited. Socialism practice offers 
nothing more than another dreary ver- 
sion the centralized, technicized state.

believe that he’s presenting coherent 
systems theory explain the many-sided 
influence technique modern society.

Aside from 
few scattered, ambiguous suggestions, 
the book silent this point. found 
myself wishing that rather than gleefully 
demolishing others’ proposals, would 
tell straight out exactly how bleak 
believes our plight be. suspect his 
answer would that nothing earth 
can save us. 

many ways this book superior 
its noted predecessor. Less scholarly and 
detailed than The Technological Society, 
important point view. have been 
reading Ellul for many years with com- 
bination delight and vexation. Like 
many his readers, continuing bat- 
tle with his arguments, refute many his 


claims, relish little victories, seize 
cheap and then lose sleep.

BSO’s centennial season has 
been one its most dismal 
run well-intentioned but largely 
unfocused programs, indifferent playing, 


and uninspired One un- 


memorable evening after had 
miss one the last six events, concert 
which included the postponed premiere 
Paul Saxophone Concerto 
and which sent the Globe’s Richard Dyer 
out “wanting hear some music.” But 
heard thrée BSO premieres and two 
debuts, and with one remarkable excep- 
tion, the performances encouraged 
drift and doze rather than listen hard 
and glad was there.

reception. Most the leading music pub- 
lishers Paris showed Gounod the door 
their everlasting regret. its first 
year Faust ran only performances, 
failure but not exactly triumph 
either. For work that would soon 
become universally popular, this initial 
lack success has always seemed puz- 
zling. What was about the original 
Faust that didn’t work? And why didn’t 
audiences respond? 

Such questions are better answered 
musicologists than stage directors. 
Knowing what mistakes were made the 
creation work art doesn’t mean 
have see them. For Sarah Caldwell, 
however, original versions have always 
held-a special fascination, and two weeks 
open the Opera 23rd 
season, she exhumed considerable 
effort and expense performing version 
the 1859 Faust that demonstrated how 
wise Gounod was spending the next 
years hammering the score into more at- 
tractive product. Judging what Cald- 
well restored, the original Faust was vic- 
tim too much music and too much 
meddling. The sheer quantity material 
Gounod flung its first audiences must 
have left them numb and bewildered. 
Moreover the opera must have changed 
from night night like Broadway show

tryouts, with the pliant Gounod 
inserting and discarding numbers 
Carvalho’s suggestion. Sorting out the 
good from the bad this mishmash must 
have been problem for critics and public 
alike, and now that Caldwell has revived 
most the composer’s original ideas and 
alternatives, still problem. The 1859 
Faust like swamp you drag yourself 
through looking for patch clear dry 
ground. Reviving may have been use- 
ful exercise scholarship, but work 
that should command our attention, 
was waste time. 

all fairness, this so-called “first 
version” was credited not Gounod but 
Osborne McConathy, Caldwell’s 
musical assistant,. whose research 
various archives inspired this revival and 
whose choice what include 
determined its exhausting length. Un- 
fortunately many his choices raised 


more questions than they answered. 
Since Valentin’s famous aria was addi- 
tion 1864, seemed logical cut it, 
yet the substitution farewell duet for 
Marguerite and her brother was more 
authentic, since Carvalho sliced out 
the first performance. McConathy elim- 
inated the popular Soldiers Chorus 
because didn’t fit with 
conception (it also didn’t fit with her 
pathetically undernourished chorus), yet 
this was integral part the original 
Faust, inserted the last minute the 
recommendation the painter Ingres. 
What music include the Walpurgis 
Night scene further showed the im- 
possibility reconstructing the 1859 
version. The elephantine ballet had 
since was addition 1869. 
McConathy replaced with earlier 


chorus and aria for 


Mephistopheles, yet latest re- 


cording the opera (conducted 
Georges Pretre) substitutes instead, for 
Faust, frothy drinking song the style 
Offenbach. Including Marguerite’s 
Spinning Song only invited unflattering 
comparisons Schubert. McConathy 
would have done better search out her 
mad scene prison, which surely played 
prominent part the 1859 version. 
Much the rediscovered music sounded 
distinctly inferior, and the addition the 
original French dialogues (grotesquely 
rendered) was merely tedious. Gounod’s 
final revision, despite its occasional 
pomposity, work high theatrical 
polish; the 1859 Faust simply mass 
clutter. 

That criticism could also apply Cald- 
well’s staging, one her most erratic 
efforts date. judge these per- 
formances and her lunatic assault the 
Berlioz Damnation Faust some years 
ago, Caldwell may have sell her soul 
before she gets the Faust legend right. 
Too much this production sank the 
level carnival side show, with jug- 
glers and magicians, flying 
sky rides, and fire and brimstone every- 
where.

THE CRAFT RALPH ELLISON

alph Ellison’s Invisible Man shat- 
all preconceptions about 

“black” novel and what form 
should follow. Ellison drew from multi- 
ple sources Greek. tragedy, sociology, 
black life, black music, 
experience create the definitive work 
the genre black individualism. 
Robert O’Meally documents The 
Craft Ralph Ellison, the novel achieved 
political well aesthetic victory, 
depicting uniqué, personal style the 
complete frustration and helplessness 
the black American. was triumphant 
developed Zora Neale Hurston, Sterl- 
ing Brown, Langston Hughes, and others, 
that called for the synthesis black folk- 
lore and mysticism with the devices 
classical literature order express the 
historic, collective demands blacks 
America through personal vision the 
world. 

But Ellison’s importance extends 
beyond the creation one magnificent 
book. .O’Meally demonstrates how 
Ellison’s concepts personal freedom 
and omni-Americanism evolved gradu- 


ally increasingly original body 
work. his formative period, Elli- 
son wrote series short stories about 
folk heroes unable cope with the 
viciousness American evil. His obser- 
vations were simplistic, his analyses 
resolutely anti-capitalist, and his stories 
seldom captivating. But his uncomfort- 
able attitude toward his writing and 
toward other material encountered 
during the ‘30s and ‘40s led him scru- 
tinize the possibilities within the novel 
form for blacks who succeed rather than 
fail. Ellison wondered why the literary 
heritage the past, from the classics 
popular fiction, was not being used 
chronicle the black experience; also 
saw the folkloré, traditions, and heritage 
blacks fertile sources for stories 
about fresh, alive characters. 

Beginning with Ellison’s neglected 
early work, O’Meally traces the develop- 
ment this hungry new writer; who 
absorbed. the work Hemingway, 
Twain, Faulkner and his compatriot 
Richard Wright and rethought the boun- 
daries contemporary fittion. Ellison 
established body writing that cele- 
brated being black and accepted the real- 
ity oppression without becoming 
obsessed it. implicitly defined the 


black American some define the native 
American: the only American 


terms customs and practices origi- 


though Ellison’s theory that know 
America one must know blacks has some 
origins the work noted black his- 
torian Carter thus not 
entirely original, his writing, particularly 
Shadow and Act, reinforces this idea 
more nobly than the work any other 
writer, including Baldwin. The theory has 


since become the cornerstone essayist 
Albert Murray’s The Omni-Americans 
and Imamu Amiri Blues People 
and has been cited various forms, 
including Stanley Crouch’s essays the

O’Meally remains perplexingly neu- 
tral when confronted with the task 
defending Ellison against his detractors.

idea, advanced such writers Addi- 
son Gayle Jr., that content and political 
perspective should always more 
important than style and form. Likewise, 
creeping conservatism enters 
later writing, one that ignores the quality 
some the protest literature the 
‘60s and attacks almost ludicrously the 
innovations music bop and the free 
era. Here over-infatuation with folk 
forms blinds Ellison the virtues 
sophistication, and his comments about 
bop parallel those Albert Murray 
about non-swing jazz. pre- 
sents these thoughts without much com- 


ment, content let the reader make 


own judgment whether Ellison has 
stagnated culturally merely reached the 
inevitable point favoring the tradi- 
tional. 

The Craft Ralph Ellison has work- 
manlike flow it, though the mes- 
sage more intriguing than the mes- 
senger.

Molinaro has weakness for cheap

Visually, the catalogue handsome 
production, reproducing every work 
the show, and many that are not. suf- 
fers somewhat from editorial decisions 
though. terms its subject, the mean- 
ing painting, Pamela 
essay makes sense the opening piece; 
however, awkwardly written and 
defensively academic its approach 
that might discourage casual reader. 
Further along the contents get better; the 
more fluent writers among the con- 
tributors, Marianne Ruggiero and
